OFFERED TO CARRY THE EQUIPMENT BUT AT DOUBLE THE RATE 
ALASKAN AIR IS READY TO ACCEPT. ON MARCH 1, CDC WAS

INFORMED THAT AEROFLOT WOULD "INSIST" ON CARRYING THE
